This morning a communiqué was is- 
sued stating that President Doumergue 
had asked M. Painlevé to form a Gov- 
ernment and that M. Painlevé had re- 
fused.

Wrenn lay on the bed in a room fifty 
feet away, shot through the left temple. 

According to ‘the police theory, Mrs. 
Wrenn shot her husband as she placed 
the grapefruit, before him. She fired 
\three shots. The last lodged in the wall. 
Then, it is believed, she ‘wrote a note on 
the back of an envelopé, went into the 
bedroom and shot herself. The note 
said :. 2 

“‘Now he will frame me up no more or 
blast no more lives. I did this for my 
country’s sake and for my family &nd 
his children.” , 

Both Mr. and Mrs. Wrenn had been 
married before and both had been Wi- 
vorced. Wrenn is said to have two 
grown children. Mrs. Wrenn has no 
children. They were married two years. 
Wrenn took charge of electrification 
work in connection with Cleveland’s 
new Union Station on coming here from 
New York. ‘ 

They were known to their neighbors 
as quiet, unassuming people who enter- 
tained little and who apparently had 
few friends in the city. Wrenn was 
known to his business, associates as. an 
expert in electrification work. He was 
a graduate of Cornell University. 


Husband Returned Thursday Night. 


Wrenn_spent Thursday in Erie, Pa., 
according to the police, returning late 
that night: Mrs. Wrenn had addressed 
Easter cards, one to Wrenn and one to 
his mother. She wrote'a tén-page letter 
to her sister, Mrs. A. A, Poole, of 35 
West Fifty-first Street, New York. The 
letter contained references to jealousy, 
but one part said, “I have ‘no reason 
to suspect him."’ 

Wrenn apparently died eight or ten 
hours before ‘his wife..

“Entirely aside from this very appar- 
ent exhibition of insincerity, the bill is 
highly objectionable from another stand- 
point, in that it gives one more {llustra- 
tion of the attempt of the Legislature to 
control by law the interrial administra- 
tion of the departments of the State 
Government. 

‘In transferring the supervision of the 
fair under this bill it is proposed that 
the Council of Farms and Markets shall 
appoint a State Fair Director at a sal- 
ary not to exceed $10,000. Why should 
the Legislature undertake to dictate the 
policy as to whether or not there should 
be a separate director and what should 
be the salary? That goes to the very 
meat and the very root of the trouble 
with a great many of the existing 
boards and commissions in the State 
departments. Their operations are con- 
trolled entirely by law and they are left 

thout administrative dincretion of any

“But when we read little bit 
further in the bill we dacevar the meat 
the cocoanut by these words, ‘Such 
director shall be a person other than 
the Commissioner of the Department of 
Farms and Markets.’ What could be 
the possible reason for that language? 
The Commissioner of Farms and Mar- 
kets ig today, and has been for four 
ears, a member of the State Fair 
ommission. He is the one man of 
the whole commission most familiar 
with all of the intents and purposes o 
the fair.

Objections to the Whitley Bill. 


In his statement regarding the Whit- 
ley bill, Governor Smith reviews recom- 
mendations made in his annual message 
and repeated in a special communication 
to the law-making body four days be- 
fore the regular seasion of the Legisla- 
ture ended.

eThe outcome of it all is this bill now 
before me. en originally introduced 
as a result of the committee’s report,

MOSCOW, April: 12.—The’ Patriarch 
,| Tikhon, the venérahble er of the 
*| Russian Orthodox faithfn] whom every 
one here and abroad regarded as the. 
personification of the Church in oppo- 
sition to the revolution and Bolshevism, 
was buried today with the majestic 
ceremony of the Church amid the full 
peal and funeral knell of the bells of 
the many churches of Moscow. 

Not since the days of the downfall of 
the monar¢hy in Russia have Russian 
Orthodox .faithfuls been’ permitted to 
gather in such numbers. as.on today’s 
occasion. The funeral of the Patriarch 
was combined with Russian Palm Sun- 
day servicés. Masses were celebrated 
Saturday night in. all ef the Moscow. 
churches, followed» by a special com- 
memorative mass in the small haurs of 
Sunday morning at which’ the worShip- 
pers were invited by their clergy to at- 
tend the funeral of, the. Patriarch. 

Early this morning..the ‘stream . of 
people began to move toward the Dons- 
koy Monastery and by midday thou- 
sands ‘had filed into the vast courtyard 
of the monastery, forming outside in 
several lines patiently waiting through 
the long hours to be ‘allowed to enter 
Athe church and pass by the catafalque 
and kiss the vestment with which the 
body was covered. But this became im- 
possible owing to the overwhelming size 
of the crowd. 

The church was filled with prominent 
Orthodox monks and nuns dressed in 
black and white and a great number_of 
clergy of ll ranks. ~The edifice glit- 
tered with gilded icons and the Ylicker- 
ing flames of thousands of wax candles 
held by the worshippers and the electric 
candle lights studding the candelabres, 


Mass Lasts for Six Hours. 
Forty Moscow Bishops, five Metropoli- 


ciated, supported bythe grand church 
choir of several hundred voices. 

The final mass tor the Patriarch, held 
with the. greatest splendor, lasted for 
fully six hours. Groups of the offi- 
ciating clergy several times went out 
of the church into the courtyard to bless 
the great crowds and to hold short 
services, 

At. 1 o'clock, when; the final liturgy 
began, all -of the Moscow’ churches 
started their funeral knell. At 4 o’clock 
Dr. Tikhon’s body, which had rested 
amid hundreds of: wreaths, ‘was. lifted 
from the bier by the oldest of the Mos- 
cow. bishops, who were surrounded by 
the metropolitans and over ‘a hundred 
other. dignitaries. The 
carried the coffin on their shoulders. 

A’ tremendous wave of emotion came 
over the crowd when the body of the 
Patriarch was borne out of the church.

All the Educational Activities. of 
Theatre Gulid Housed In Five- 


Story Bullding. 


The new Guild Theatre in West Fifty- 
second Street, which opens formally to- 
hight with a production of “Caesar and 
Cleopatra,” was thrown open to inspec- 
tion yesterday afternoon. <A large num- 
ber of subscribers, bondholders and 
other friends of the Theatre Guild was 
present at the inspection. 

The new building is regarded in many 
quarters as the finest theatre in New 
York. It has a seating capacity of 914 
and a stage that is unusually large in 
proportion to the size of the house. The 
stage has ‘2 38-foot opening,'{s 40 fevt 
deep and 77 feet long, making it the 
fourth largest stage in the city. 

The Guild Theatre building is designed 
not only for the presentation of plays 
but to house the various social and edu- 
cational activities of the Guild as well. 
There is a whole floor for the new 
school that was recently announced, 
with studios, class rooms, a make-up 
room, a costume room and a miniature 
theatre. On the ground floor is a book- 
shop, a library, clubrooms for the mem- 
bers and a lounge almost as great in 
floor area, as the auditorium Itself. C. 
Howard Crane and Kenneth Franzheim 
are the architects, : 

The auditorium is on the mezzanine 
floor, The rows of seats are four inches 
further apart than is customary and 
there are three more fire exits than are 
called for by the fire laws.

Discussing the. Resurrection, Dr. Cad- 
man said its message was that ‘‘justice, 
truth and right can not be destroyed.”

The hate-inspired dissension of politi- 
cal and national groups came in for 
caustic treatment by the clergyman. 
He reminded his couarean coe that when

“‘He loved His people from the start,’’ 
said Dr. Cadman, ‘‘and He loved them 
till the end. And ‘no political organiza- 
tion cari destroy the principle of peage 
with rectitude, that’ peace which comes 
out of justice. It may be hard for some 
of you to believe the message of the 
Resurrection. It may be hard to be- 
lieve that Christ rose from the dead. 
-But it is infinitely harder to believe 
that Abraham Lincoln, or your’ own 
loved ones, died and turned into dust.”

AT ATLANTIC CITY 


Greatest Easter Fashion Dis- 
play in the History of 
the Resort. 


SHORT SKIRTS A FEATURE 


Striking Colors of Feminine Dress 
Brighten the Great Throng : 
on the Boardwalk.

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., April 12.—A 
moving mass of brilliant colors formed 
by atmonster throng estimated at more 
than 200,000 wound back and forth the 
length of the Boardwalk here today, pre- 
senting one of the greatest Easter Sun- 
day fashion parades in the history of 
the resort. 

The extraordinary success of the 
famous /annual event was due primarily 
to literally perfect weather. The day 
was cloudless and the air as warm as in 
early Summer. Furs and coats were dis- 
carded, giving unimpeded view of the 
display of feminine finery.

There were scores of bathers,’ both men 
and women, while the beach chairs were 
also occupied. Life guards, volunteer- 
ing for the occasion, manned five of the 
stations, so that the Strand presented a 
midsummer appearance. 

With only slight interruption for din- 
ner, the parade continued throughout 
the day, watched by still other throngs, 
which, filled hotel y windows, balconies, 
piers and sun porches.

General Sarrail, French High Commis- 
sioner for Syria, who came down last 
night from Damascus to attend the of- 
ficial Easter mass, visited him before his 
departure. The police closely guarded 
the approaches to the steamer until she 
left and Lord Balfour did not go ashore 
after he had once gone aboard. 

Beirut has been quiet, and official re- 
Ports us show that the agi- 
tation there has died down, though at 
one time on Good Friday there was 
some fear that the Moslems would at- 
tack the Jews, and troops were sent as 
@ precautionary measure to guard the 
Jewish quarters. 

A high French official, with whom I 
discussed the situation yesterday, told 
me that the great demonstration which 
ended in the riot in Damascus, had been 

uite unexpected. It was not known 
at feeling about Lord Balfour’s visit 
was running high, and while it was ex- 
pected and feared that individuals might 
attack him, mob action was not thought 
of. The official explained that the peo- 
ple of Damascus are very fanatical and 
can in a short time work themselves into

As soon as the authorities realized 
what was intended: they took steps to act 
promptly and, if necessary, drastically, 
but fortunately the riot was agperone’ 
with little bloodshed.

The fact that the casualty 
list is so small despite the essive- 
ness of the mob is highly creditable to 
the discipline of the police and military.

‘ Cross for acts of bravery in 1924 in the 
first-aid and life-saving program of that 

organization are reported many deeds 
. ef heroism performed at great risk. 
.»° That the American people have learned 

' how. to save lives through the first-aid 
and life-saving methods taught by the 
Red Cross is attested by the character of 
the feats. 

The) first prize in the first-aid cases 
Was awarded to Clarence K, Hicks, 
Wiley G. Warner and Roy B. Garlin, 
employes of the Bell Telephone Com- 
pany of Pennsylvania, for rescuing H. 
J, Wise, who was slowly burning to 
‘death by coming in contact with a live 
wire while working on a telephone pole 
in Carlisle, Pa. The incident is de- 
ecribed as follows: 

“On the morning of July 28, 1924, Wise 
had received instructions to remove an 
» @ld cable from messenger attached to 

Whi line in Church a te Carlisle, Pa. 

ie Rng the act-the shank of his shoe 
contact with the trolley span 
wire. wink then became un-4nscious. 

Cc. K. Hicks, who was working on the 

 geroaea heard Wise groan and, looking 

up, saw that he was in contact ‘with the 
trolley wire and that fire was coming 
out from under his shoe. 

“Other employes of the g smelled 
burnt flesh and saw Wise lying uncon- 
@cious across the messenger strand. 
Hicks then called R. B. Garlin, who was 
working near-by, and asked him to 
bring a hand line. Warner also came 
immediately. Garlin threw the hand 

y Mine oer the span wire, pulling it away 
from Wise. 

“Warner stood immediately under 
‘Wise. and as the agen wire was pulled 
@way Wise slipped through the cable 
buggy and was caught by Warner and 
Gariin.. Wise ie approximately twenty 
feet and would have struck on a. brick 
Pavement if he had not beén caught. 

‘“‘Hicks then went: to the truck, which 
was close by, secured the first aid kit 

artificial res- 
piration. ed by Warner 
and Garlin. Ammonia inhalant was 
used constantly while artificial respira- 
tion was rendered. Wise regained con- 
sciousness and was then en to the 
bospital.”’ 


Two Saved From Bleeding to Death, 


Second prize went to Claude Ww. 
Holmes, lineman, employed by the New 
York Telephone Company, Elizabeth, N. 
J., who was watching a baseball score 
‘board on Broad Street, Elizabeth, N. J., 
on the evening of May 31, 1924, when 
he heard. two men exclaim, “He must 
eve been hit.”” This remark was made 

reference to a person who had been 
etruck by one of the Pennsylvania Rail- 
foad’s fast trains. 

As soon as Holmes heard the remark 
he rushed up the embankment to the 
Serireed tracks and found Anthony 

43 years old, employed as a track 
penTner’ with his right le oe seresed six 
inches below the knee. en Holmes 
a@rrived on the scene two men were at- 


tempting to remove the victim to the/’ 


side of the tracks. 
Realizing the serious condition of the 
ured man, Holmes obtained a small 

stone and, borrowing a belt from one of 
the men, he immediately placed a tour- 
niquet on the peered yo and stopped 
the flow of blood. the 
tourniquet was in Paani gan 
revive and talked to Yolnes and the 
other men at his side. About fifteen 
minutes later the ambulance from the 
General Hospital of Elizabeth arrived. 
‘Third prize was awarded to Herbert 
North of New York City, an assistant 
foreman of the American Telephone and 
Telegraph Company, who rendered first 
aid to Charles Huestis, a farmer, who 
had severely cut his right foot with an 
axe. North came across Heustis lying 
by the roadside. He applied a tourni- 
quet, cleansed the wound and put on 
@ compress. The teagee man was re- 
vived and carried to his house, 


Wounded Boy Kept Alive. 
Fourth prize was awarded to Joseph 
Lee, repairman, Ohio Bell Telephone 
Company, Findlay, Ohio. On Dec. 27, 
1924, while testing a telephone line Lee 
overheard a woman-calling a doctor to 


attend her son, who had shot himself in 
the arm while hunting and was in dan- 
fhe of eyegpeee to death. Knowing that 
he doctor cou uid not reach the place for 
half an hour, Lee went to the boy, ap- 
bee a tourniquet and stopped the 
leeding, thus preventing death 

The first prize for resuscitation was 
ag to Henry G. Bruhn, a foreman 

‘or the Bell Telephone Company in 
Cleveland. He rescued and revived a 
workman who had sa 23 in contact with 
a live wire. Harry W. Just of Seattle, 

. Wash., received the second prize, for 
rescuing a og woman from drowning 
and reviving her.

One of the most popular of all indoor 
sports has just taken the count along 
with others that flourish in the good old 
Winter time. It is the ancient sport of 
bowling, which, although there are no 
available statistics on the -subject, 
doubtless ranks close to baseball and 
golf in the number of actual participants 
it attracts. Its greatest popularity, due 
perhaps to the fact that other forms of 
Winter activity are not as plentiful as 
in the Bast, is in the Middle West where 
every town, be it big or little, has its 
alleys and its leagues. 

It is doubtful whether there is an 
sport, outside of golf, which knits its fol- 
lowers so closely together as does this 
sport derived from’ the old game of 
skittles which, in turn, was evolved out 
of the ancient game of bowls. There are 
many places where men allow nothing 
to interfere with ‘‘league night.’ 
Bowling’s popularity is due largely to 
the fact that it is one of the few forms 
of indoor exercise in which young and 
old may compete on equal terms. It is 
a moderate form of exercise and still 
one which brings into play a goodly pro- 
portion, of muscles.

SITES OF MATCHES PICKED 


European Contests Must Not Be Held 
in Same Place Year After Year— 
Dates Open to Choice. 


Changes regarding the eligibility of 
players and the sites for the playing 
of the elimination Davis Cup ties in 
the European zone, proposed last July 
at a meeting of the tennis-playing na- 
tions, "have been ratified by, the neces- 
sary two-thirds vote and will go into 
effect in the 1925 play, according to an 
announcement made yesterday by the 
United States Lawn Tennis Associa- 
tion.

The revised code also recognizes the 
inclusion of Austria and Hungary in 
the list of nations already eligible to 
play and vote.

when one nation*shall have been en- 
titled by such priority to choice for its 
tie with another nation in any year the 
latter sHall have choice on the occa- 
sion of their next meeting in any sub- 
sequent year, and subject thereto, when 
one nation shall have been entitled to 
choice in any year a fewer number of 
times than its opponent, the former 
shall have choice. A bye or walk-over 
shall be equivalent to choice, and this 
regulation shall’ apply whether the right 
of choice be exercised or not.

Henderson and his financial backers in 


Long Island City will be erected or pos- 
sibly abandoned. At his home in Brook- | 
lyn yesterday Henderson said that he | 
Was scheduled too meet officials of the 
Fire Department this morning to con- 
sider plans ‘for the huge wooden arena | 
which he hopes to erect on a site in the | 
shadow of the New York and Brooklyn | 
subway terminal in Long Island City. 

Henderson said. he would attempt to 
induce the Fire Department to be more 
lenient in the matter of regulations, not 
in the sense that the’ promoter is eager 
tto risk life, and limb in his new under- 
taking, but out of a desire to curtail ex- 
penses wherever curtailment. is possible 
without jeopardizing the safety _of the 
public and overstepping Fire Depart- | 
ment requirements. 

Plans for the arena sion been ap- 
proved by the city building department, 
and, in the natural course of events, 
must now come up for consideration by 
the Fire Department, which previously 
refused to approve the plans until im- 
provements were made in accordance 
with the © departmént’s ‘ requirements. 
Such improvements consist. of walls cal- 
eulated to insure the safety: of occupants 
of! the arena in case of fire. The ex- 
pense of these walls is so much in iy 
of the original estimate of the cost 
the building that it is declared almost 
impossible, under the circumstances, 
to proceed with construction work. * 

Henderson said that he intended today 
to urge a modification of the demands 
nfade by the Fire Department, If he is 
unsuccessful and the additional cost of 
construction. cannot be. decreased, the 
promoter said he would withdraw from 
any association with thé projected arena, 
This would mean, he further said, that 
the project would either be abandened 
as impracticable or the work wouldpro- 
ceed with some other promoter in his 
ste 

In. round figures the improvements, 
Henderson said, would cost $50,000 more 
than the original estimate. Erecting’ an 
arena entirely of concrete would be just 
as feasible, but in view of expenditures 
already. made. the backers of the arena 
are loath to change td‘concrete, the pro- 
moter adde 

Henderson announced that the 3,500,000 
feet of lumber corttracted for in connec- 
tion with the building operations of the 
Henderson syndicate would be deliveréd 
within a short time. He added, how- 
ever, that this investment, representing 
an expenditure of more than $100,000, 
would not be a loss for the arena back- 
ers, since the lumber can be resold, 
probably at a profit. ® 

Another drawback¢to the construction 
of the arena is the collapse of plans for 
a world’s. heavyweight championship 
bout between Jack Dempsey and Harry 
Wills which, Henderson said, he had 
been led to believe could be staged in 
the proposed. bowl. Henderson some” 
time ago announced that he had been 
promised by Jack Kearns, manager of 
Dempsey, that the titleholder would ac- 
cept Henderson’s proposition for a bout 
in view of the fact that with an arena 
planned to seat in excess of 100,000 per- 
sons, the Brooklyn promoter would be 
in a position to offer better inducements 
than any other promoter for the match. 
The recent difficulties between Kearns 
and Dempsey, however, put an end to 
‘Henderson’s negotiations with the cham- 
pion’s manager. Henderson declared 
yesterday, however, that if he succeeded 
in obtaining a modification of the re 
Department’s orders -he would proceed 
with building the arena, regardless of 
the Dempsey-Wills bout. 

Henderson plans, in thé event of his 
withdrawal froni 
Island City arena, to devote his outdoor 
boxing activities to his open-air club in 
Brooklyn. He plans to seek an appeal 
from the recent decision of the Appel- 
late. Court gp ag the use of Hen- 
derson’s Bowl for boxing purposes at 
night and is hopeful of being able to op- 
erate as he did last season.

The waste of. which 
Secretary Hoover and others spoke 
last Saturday at the “* industrial 
round table” under the auspices of 
the Civic Federation’ is due to igno- 
rant or narrowly and blindly selfish 
effort in industrial management or to 
a lack of cooperation between the two 
great human factors in production, or 
to a failure to coordinate the interests 
of all who are concerned in it. There 
are great areas of activity ih which 
these interests should, and do, in 
reality, coincide, and it is the part of 
industrial statesmanship to ‘‘ organize 
this identity of interest.” For one 
thing, there is an identity of interest 
in eliminating waste, not only as be- 
tween management and labor but on 
the part also of ownership, which is 
becoming increasingly diffused and 
distinct from management, and: on the 
part of the consumer. At present, 
‘Mr. Hoover stated, the loss due to 
waste in national effort is 80 per cent. 
The waste that is due to imperfect 
processes of production must be be- 
yond estimate. To get rid of the lat- 
ter we must look to continued re- 
searches by scientists... But the elimi-

A WORK OF RESURRECTION. 

The war was not yet over when an 
American committee was organized 
under the leadership of Miss ANNE 
Morcawn to assist in beginning the re- 
habilitation of the devastated areas in 
France. One might have asked skep- 
tically, as did the voice in Ezex1E.’s 
vision of the valley of the dry. bones: 
** Can these bones live?’’ Here were 
ruins of homes, ashes of churches-and 
factories and shops, shapeless slag of 
beams and tmplements and bells, dust 
of vanished things that once were a 
village in the Somme, a lycée in Ver- 
dun, a window in the Cathedral of 
Rheims, a factory or a peasant’s hut 
on the Aisne.’ Resurrection seemed 
utterly hopeless. But it is as if the 
four winds of this same prophetic 
vision had breathed upon these dry 
bones and made them pulse again with 
life that laughs and sings and hopes. 
It is no miracle except as the spirit of 
all reviving life partakes of the mirac- 
ulous. The love of home in the heart 
of the French villager and. peasant, 
the nostalgia which will not let them 
be happy abroad, and their never- 
ceasing industry account for much; 
but the work of this committee—the 
American Committee for Devastated 
France—has had a substantial part in 
the “* resurrection.’’ 
The total amount raised by the com- 
mittee was nearly’ $5,000,000. Into 
what varied and helpful service this 
money was transmuted is indicated by 
the range “expenditures, from 
“' chickens and eggs’ to ‘* church 
bells.’’

IN STAND ON WAGE CUT 


|Declare Rate Reduction Would 


Not Sell More Coal and Would 
Be Met in Non-Union Fields. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., April 12.—Some 
of the reasons why the United Mine 
Workers of America decline to consider 
any proposal looking to a reduction in 
the wage scale of bituminous miners 
were set forth im’a statement issued 
today at the international headquar- 
ters. Developments at the Cleveland 
conference of mine operators and. from 
the recently published correspondence 
between Pittsburgh operators and John 
L. Lewis brought forth the statement, 
which, in. part, says: 

“In the first place, there is a valid 
binding contract in effect between the 
United ‘Mine Workers of America and 
the coal companies that employ union 
labor. We hold’ that a contract once 
entered into must be carried out, 

‘Second, miners’ wages are none too 
high. The basic wage rate is $7.50 a 
day. If a miner were employed steadily 
every work day in the year at that rate 
he could not earn $200 a month. Most 
of them are employed half time or less. 

“Third, a reduction in wages in the 
union coal fields would not solve the 
problem of a stagnant coal industry. It 
would not increase the demand for coal 
nor sell an additional ton. 

“There is a normal demand in the 
American market for approximately 
500,000,000 tons of bituminous coal, and 
that is all the market can possibly ab- 
sorb. But reduced wages would curtail 
the miner’s earning power and give him 
less money to spend with the merchants 
and to maintain his family. 

“Fourth, a reduction in wages would 
not benefit the coal operators of the 
union fields, because such a reduction 
would immediately be followed by a 
further reduction by operators in mnon- 
union fieldg and the situation would 
then be the same as it was ‘ore any 
reduction was made. Non-union opera- 
tors can cut wages below the union 
opérators. any time they wish to do so, 
bevtause their employes are unorganized 
any pepe to protect themselves. 

*"The United Mine Workers of America 
do not propose that the wages of union 
miners shall be dragged down to the 
level of those of the non-union. fields, 
where starvation pay is the common 
practice.””

These two provisions prohibit the 
shipment: of milk and cream from. Wis- 
consin, minpenets and other Western 
States, and from Canada. 

‘The Sanitary Code further provides 
that pasteurization of milk and cream 
shall by bringing the milk and cream 
to a temperature 142 degrees Fahren- 
heit gue holding at such temperature 
for minutes. This pasteurization 
destroys all disease ‘germs, including 
typhoid. 

“In the Western States and fn Ontario 
pasteurization is by what ts known as 
the ‘flash process.’ This consists merely 
in bringing the milk and cream up to 142 
degrees Fahrenheit and immediately let- 
ting it cool.’’

He also charged that this ‘‘boot- 
leg’’ cream was stored in warehouses 
and breweries in violation of the Board 
of Health regulations, and that some of 
it was ‘‘doctofed’’ with preservatives, 
“‘doctored”’ to remove its butter fat and’ 
‘doctored’ by mixing with cocoanut oil. 

Mr. Aron declared that dishonest deal- 
ers obtained this ‘‘bootleg’’ cream at 
from $4 to $6 less per forty-quart can 
than honest dealers had ‘to pay for cfeam 
inspected and pasteurized according to 

the regulations of the Board of Health.

Says Tags Show Violations. 


Mr. Aron said his committee possessed 
tags that showed cream had been 
shipped from a Western point and had 
lain im railroad yards in New Jersey 
from seven to fifteen days after pas- 
teurization and another tag from a can 
that.was stored in a brewery seven days 
after pasteurization. He added that 
three representatiyes of the committee 
saw tags changed on cream cans loaded 
on a motor truck in Jersey City. 

Mr. Aron declared that the Sanitary 
Code provided that vehicles used in the 
transportation of milk should be num- 
bered and the name of the person, firm 
or corporation ’ owning it clearly set 
forth on the vehicle. He cited re ted 
instances of trucks, bearing no identi- 
fying marks except the automobile li- 
cense number, carrying milk,:cream and 
cans between New York and the New 
Jersey railroad terminals. 
“This committee has further evidence 
that ‘bootleg’ cream is not al 
direct from freight yards into th 
but is first transferred to near- 
and there reduced in butter fat and 
mixed with cocoanut _oil,’’ Mr. Aron 
continued. ‘The largest of these ‘doc- 
toring’ stations is an address known to 
the committee. The doctored cream af- 


terward is brought by ferryboat to New 
York. 


_ Hew to Tell Bootleg. 
“Cream consumers, this. committee is 
informed, may know cream doctored 
with cocoanut_oll by fatty or greasy 
globules rising in coffee or tea. The 
amount of these globules depends on the 
degree of adulteration. The committee 


is informed that the present adulteration 
of cream sold by ‘mi tleggers’ over 
the city is fifteen quarts of cocoanut oil 
added to twenty-five quarts of West- 
ern and Canadian cream. 

“The Department’ of Health publishes 
a map showing the territory supplying 
New York City with milk. This map 
includes no Canadian point, and its far- 
thest line west is drawn ‘east of Ohio. 
The Sanitary Code stipulates to such 
detail as to the washing of stools used 
in milking cows and the. clothing men 
wear on dairy farms. 

“One and all of these Western, North- 
western and Canadian points are beyond 
the map of milk and milk proces sup- 
plying places approved by the city’s De- 

rtment of Health. To sell this cream 
n this city violation of the Sanitary 
Code is made necessary by the freight 
distances. The Department of th 
can stop such shipments coming into the 
city, but this is not done. 

“The facts given to the people of the 
city in this report form only a small 
part of the full story of the ‘bootleg

Health Official Replies. 


Dr. Frank J. Monaghan, Health Com- 
missioner, could not be reached at his 
home in Brooklyn last night. It was 
said that he was out of the city. 
Dr. Harry P. Swift, a member:of the 
Board of Health, said that, so far as 
he knew, the milk inspection of the 
Health Department was very efficient. 
“T am not in direct touch with admin- 
istrative matters in the Health Depart- 
ment, and such. violations of the Sani- 
tary Code as those mentioned by Mr. 
Aron come to my attention only when 
brought before the'Board of Health. 
*“‘We have had some cases of milk 
adulteration and we always bring of- 
fenders before the board and take steps 
to stop-adulteration at once.

Witnesses for the Prosecution. 


On the side of the prosecution, it is 
believed, the principal witness will be 
Clyde Glosser of this city, who was Mr. 
Campbell’s Secretary at the time of the 
alleged violations: Mr. Glosser says in 
an affidavit which he gave to Blair 
Coan that he was present at a confer- 
ence between Wheeler, Campbell and 
others when the Senator -made~ certain 
statements which the Government is ex- 
ected to contend can have only one 
nterpretation, namely, ‘that he agreed 
to. act for Mr. Campbell in the capacity 
charged in the indictment. 

Philip McGowan, a former associate of 
Mr. Campbell, is expected to be another 
of the main reliances of the prosecution. 

Owing to the fact that, like Senator 
Wheeler, he is under indictment in both 
Montana and Washington Mr. Campbell 
is not expected to take the stand. There 
is a report, however, that he will be 
willing to do so if Senator Walsh, chief 
counsel for Mr. Wheeler, decides it is 
necessary.

WASHINGTON, April 12.—The Ad- 
ministration had completed tonight its 
plans for a vigorous defense in the 
Supreme Court tomorrow against the 
attack to be made by the Senate upon 
the President’s power to remove from 
office his own or his predecessors’ ap- 
pointees. 

The President’s case will be presented 
by Solicitor General Beck, who has pre- 
pared a new brief to oppose that of 
Senator Pepper of Pennsylvania for the 
Senate, which contends that Congress 
has full power over all Government offi- 
‘clals except those created by’ the Con- 
stitution. 

The controversy. between the exetu- 
tive and legislative branches of the Gov- 
ernment ‘will be fought out on the basis 
of a case arising from the removal of 
Frank S. Myers as postmaster of ‘Port- 
land, Ore., in 1920, by President ‘Wilson: 
Mr. Myers, who is suing for back pay, 
appealed to the Supreme Court on the 
ground that his removat was illegal be- 


cause the Senate was not advised of the 
action until a successor was appointed. 

The Senate intervened in the case with | 
the assertion’ that Congress can impose 
the conditions under which the Presi- 
dent may.remove from office persons 
whose appointments must be submitted 
to the Senate for confirmation. As ex- 
pressed in a brief filed yesterday by 
Senator Pepper, ft holds that in creating 
an office Congress can fix the tenure 
and determine how the appointment 
shall be Made and how incumbents may 
be removeu. : 

Mr. Beck, in his brief,’ declares «the 
question at {issue is “of profound im- 
portance,’’ nr nears | a principle “of the 
very foundation of our Government,”’ 
and attacking ‘‘the independence of the 
Executive.”" 

“If the President,’’ he argues, “‘in dis- 
charging his executive duties cannot re- 
move any member of thé Marge civil es- 
tablishment of the United States. with- 
out the concurrent action of the Senate, 
then, instead of having one’ executive 
head, * * * the Government would have 
* * *'a many-headed Executive.” 


Argues for Right to Oust Unfit. - 


The Constitution, having made the 
President liable should he fail faithfully 


‘to execute the laws, it is vitally Impor- 


tant that the President should have the 
power, Mr. Beck insisted; to remove the 


unfit or unworthy without the consent 
of Congress. If he has not this power, 
then he is not independent, he added. 

If Congress has the = under the 
Constitution, he continued, to require the 
consent of the Senate before the Presi- 
dent can separate an employe from the 
Government payroll, then it could con- 
fer life tenure upon all officials, and by 
depriving the President of one. of his 
greatest powers, that of selecting his 


own subordinates, render the Adminis- 


tration impotent. “A 

Carrted to its logical conclusion, he 
says, the constitutional right claimed by 
the Senate would mean that the party 
in control of Congress during the short 
session after a Presidential election 
could, if it had the support of the out- 
going President or a two-thirds ma- 
jority in each house to pass the bill 
over his veto, enact a law which would 
prohibit’ the incoming President of the 
Speomaer arty from forming a new 
Cabinet o: s own. a 

‘When Congress provides, as it did with 
regard to postmasters of the first three 
classes, that the President may not re- 
move them except with the concurrence 
of the Senate. he argues, it es from 
the President his constitutional power 
and divides it’ with the Senate It 
amounts, he says, to an assertion 4 
the Senate of a right to participate wit 
the President in the exercise of a purely 
Executive function, Such a law would. 
not be a declaration of legislative pol- 
icy, he adds, but would constitute a re- 
distribution of powers entirel different 
from that contemplated by e Consti- 
tution. The power to remove is an 
Executive function, he contends, vested 
in the President under the grant of 
Executive power, and a neces<ary 
adjunct to the President’s consti.utional 
duty to ‘“‘take care that the laws be 
faihfully executed.’

Gary Widow, Who Is Under In- 
vestigation for Family Deaths, 
Is Saved by Policewoman. 


NECK IN NOOSE OF BEDDING 


She Reveals Epileptic History to 
Doctors—Telis of Buying Poison 
and Hearing ‘‘Voices.”

CHICAGO; April 12.—An attempt by 
Mrs. Anna Cunningham to commit sui- 
cide by hanging was frustrated today. 
A policewoman, assigned, to watch her, 
j saved the Gary woman, who is held here 
while the authorities exhume and exam- 
ine the bodies of her husband and four 
children, who have died with mysterious 
regularity inthe last seven years. 

Mrs. Cunningham was seized by Po- 
licewoman Agnes Whalen just as she 
was throwing a knotted length of bed 
clothes over the head of the bed. A 
noose of the same material encircled 
the woman’s throat and had been pulled 
tight enough to cut off her breathing. 
Policewoman Whalen tore the noose 
aside with considerable difficulty and 
pushed the prisoner down into bed 
again. 

‘Why won't you Jet me kill myself?” 
demanded the enraged woman. ‘‘T will 
do it again some time.’ , 

When. news of Mrs. Cunningham’s at~ 
tempt was conveyed to Aasistant State’s 
Attorney Robert E, McMillan, in charge 
of the icago end of the investigation 
which was inspired by the illness from 
arsenic poisoning of her son, David, an 


additional officer was placed in the hos- 
pital room. 

Doctors who have been examining 
Mrs. Cunningham today announced that 
she is a victim of epilepsy and has dan 
epileptic psychosis. Among those making 
the announcement was a woman alien- 
ist. They declared that the discovery 
would have an important bearing on the 
investigation. 

- The doctors examining Mrs. Cun- 
ningham were seeking Riperty to 
fathom the mentality of their patient, 
but the unusual deaths of the woman’s 
husband and children kept creeping con- 
stantly into their gueetines. Mrs. 
Cunningham ultimately will-be removed 
to thé Psychopathic Hospital for exami- 
nation, but it was ordered that.she be 
kept in! the County Hospital over night, 
at least. f 

It was a woman alienist on the staff 
of the Psychopatic Hospital who, dur- 
ing the day, developed the fact that

God and the angels.”

She told one of them that she had 
bought the arsenic as ‘rat son.” 
When she talked of it with another, she 
spoke of it as precisely ‘‘arsenic.”’

ASKS ROCK-RIBBED FAITH 


Pledges Anew That Cathedral Wil! 
Be Devoted to Teach All the 
Lessons of Christ. 


Preaching on the significance of the 


resurrection in the Cathedral of St. John 
the Divine yesterday morning, Bishop 
William T. Manning said that Easter 
Day would take on a new meaning with 
the completion of the cathedral. He as- 
serted that the edifice. would live up to 
its description as ‘‘a house of worship 
for all people’ throughout time to come 
and that it would teach the message of 
Hester from generation to generation. 

Bishop Manning said that Easter 
Proved the divinity of Jesus, justified 
the faith of Christians and assured the 
world of immortality. His text was 
“Alleluia: for the Lord God Omnipo- 
tent Reigneth,’’ from the Revelation of 
St. John. 

“"We are celebrating today the great- 
est event in the world’s history,’’ said 
Bishop Manning. ‘‘Easter brings us a 
message which our hearts need and 
which we can all understand. Baster 
is not a day for argument. For Chris- 
tians this is a day for thanksgiving and 
‘Joy and worship. On Easter Day we 
see the full glory of the gospel. 

“Jesus stands before us, as He came 
forth from the grave, risen, alive, tri- 
umphant. Easter brings us the message 
of a faith which nothing can shake, of 
a hope which nothing can overcome, of 
@ courage and strength which nothing 
in this world can take away.

The Messages of Easter. 


“There are three glorious messages 
which Easter brings to us. 

“First, it is Haster which justifies our 
faith in Jesus Christ. It is His resur- 
rection which declares Him to be the 
one whom He claimed to be. Since the 

* day when He came forth from the grave 
Jesus Christ has stood before the world 
declared to be the Son of God with 
power. But for the fact of His resur- 
rection He would have been forgotfen 
centuries ago. 

“There are some today who tell us 
that.we need the religion of Jesus and 
not the religion about Jesus. We need 
both, and the New Testament gives us 
both. Our faith as Christians is not only 
in the abstrac teachings of Jesus, but in 
Jesus Himself, which is an infinitely 
greater thing. 

“And Easter tells us that we may so 
trust in Him. Jesus is risen. There- 
fore we can believe in His. teachings, 
and in the revelation that He brings us. 
Jesus is risen. Therefore we can 
lieve what the New Testament tells us 
about Him. Jesus is risen. Therefore 
we can believe in Him and trust Him 
sr, ge de for the Lord- God 
omn ent re eth. 

’Second. it is Easter that gives us 
the faith that we need to meet the hard 
tria the bitter sorrows of our lives. 
Our life in this world is ever on the 
brink of-tragedy. Sooner or later ef 
and sorrow come to all. It is Christ 
alone who gives us power to meet it. 


The Hope of Millions. 


“It is Christ alone Who speaks the 
word of life and hope to men. His 
Name is the hope of millions. His 
words bring strength and peace when 
no earthly power is able to help. ‘Let 
not your heart be troubled, ye believe 
in God, believe also in Me.’ ‘He that 
followeth Me shall not walk in darkness 
but shall have the light of life,’ Who 
but Jesus Christ dares to say this to 
us? Trial will come. Suffering and 
sorrow will lay its cold hand upon us, 
‘But thanks be to God which giveth us 
the victory through our Lord Jesus 
Christ.’ fs is the message that 
Baster brings to us. 

“Third. It is Easter which makes us 
sure of the life beyond this one. Men 
have always longed for immortality. 
God Himself -put the longing for eternal 
life into our hearts. But it is the Risen 
Christ alone Who makes this sure. We 
know that those who have gone on into 
the other life are safe. We know that 
we shall be with them again, that in 
the blesse@ life beyond we shall see and 
be seen, we shall know and be known, 
we shall speak and be spoken to. We 
know this because on the third day 
Jesus Christ rose from the dead.

DR. FOSDICK EXTOLS 
_ PHILOSOPHY OF HOPE 


Appeals to Plymonth Congrege- 
tion to Take Immortality 
in Earnest. 


A Modernist’s view of Easter and im- 
mortality was presented by the Rev. 
Dr. Harry Emerson Fosdick, a Baptist, 
in @ sermon yesterday. morning in 
Plymouth Congregational Church, 
Brooklyn. He appealed that immortality 
be taken in earnest. ~ 

‘What difference does it make whether 
We believe in immortality?'’ Dr. Fosdick 
said, “Certainly, the Easter message 
sounds as though it makes all the differ- 
ence in the world. Around the world 
lifts the cry, ‘Christ is risen and death 
is swallowed up in victory.’ But when, 
after the exaltation of Easter, we. come 
back to the ordinary levels of our daily 
life, just what do you make of this 
matter of death? It is easy enough on 
Easter mofning, upborne by the tradi- 
tions of the Church, supported by the 
memories of generations of believers, to 
celebrate the festival of immortality. 
But when you are alone, what do you 
really ‘make of this matter? t

Sees It. Differ From ‘True Chris- 
tlanity’ as to the Resurrection. 


The Rev. Dr. John Roach Straton 
said in: his Easter sermon in Calvary 
Baptist Church that true Christianity 
believed and Modernism did not believe 
in bodily as well as spiritual resur- 
rection.

And it 
is at this point that true Christianity 
differs from pagan conceptions of im- 
mortality or from Modernism with i 
vague idea of some sort of indefinite 
spiritual survival. Christ’s body, as 
well as His spirit and His living soul, 
came forth from the tomb. 

‘The resurrection {is glorious because 
it is the prophecy and promise of our 
resurrection and the redemption of our 
bodies from the domination of death, 
destruction and eye 
e resurrection is glorious because 
it alone promises a real ard full 
salvation.” 


CITES JESUS AS TEACHER. 


He Stood for Peace and Against 
Bigotry, Dr. Nathan Krass Says: 


Adherence to the ethical teachings of 
Jesus, for the sake of world peace and 
progress, was asked yesterday by the 
Rev. Dr. Nathan Krass in Temple 
Emanu-El. 

“It is one of the tragedies of history,”’ 
he said, “‘that the ethical teachings of 
Jesus have not been practically incor- 
porated into civilization. Jesus stood for 
peace. He is know as the. Prince of 
Peace. Yet history records countless 
wars by Christian nations. Jesus was 
the great teacher of justice and right- 
eousness, and yet injustice~ and un- 
righteousness have flourished and still 
flourish in this Christian civilization. 
Jesus taught pre-eminentily the father- 
hood of God and the brotherhood of 
man, yet the nations of the world are 
superlatively unfraternal and they do 
not yet recognize that one God has cre- 
ated us all. 

“The greed in the world, commercial 
selfishness, the racjal bigotry, thé re- 
ligious prejudice are all directly op- 

sed to the teachin of Jésus. if 

esus, the ethical teacher and religious 
leader, were resurrected—that is to say, 
if he became alive in the hearts and 
souls of men, and if His teachings not 
literally but in spirit became part of the 
\practical civilization of the world, that 
would be of the highest value. 

“This resurrection. of Jesus does not 
militate against the belief in the other 
resurrection held by orthodox Christians, 
but in a practical world it is eminently 
desirable that the philosophy of life as 
interpreted by e@€ most popular Jew 
that ever lived should be embodied in 


the lives of those who profess to be his 
followers.”’ 


SAYS EASTER CHEERS LIFE. 


Dr. Trexler Calls the Resurrection 
Greatest Event in History, 


“Modern studies in psychology and

RABBI CRITICIZES 


Expresses Secular Palestine, 
Not the. Soul. of Israel, 
Says Schulman. 


RELIGION RACIAL CENTRE 


Warns Against Modernizing Holy 
Land Too Fast, and Suggests 
Restoring the Temple. - 


. 


Counseling against too niuch modern- 
ization’ of Palestine, Rabbi Samuel 
Schulman in Templé Beth-El yesterday 
criticized the new Hebrew University 
in Jerusalem from the non-Zionist view- 
point. While it was a sj 1 .of the 
secular Palestine, he said, it could not 
éxpress the Jewish soul. Only the Jew- 
ish religion; he wen on, could do that, — 

“Israel did not influence the world 
by a university,”’ he said. “If the 
world could be saved by universities, 
Germany would have been the Messiah 
of the twentieth century. We look out 
this morning upon’ Palestine “and ask 
ourselves, what is the meaning of the 
dedication of this university on Mount 
Scopus? .How do we non-Zionists react 
to this event, which, indeed, quickens 
the imagination? I see in it a great 
significance; but of a kind which has 
been almost uniformly emphasized. To 
poe the profound significance of the 
dedication of the university consists in 
this; that the Universify becomes the 

bel of the new, the secular Pales- 

tine. It is perhaps the most character- 

istic expression of modern Zionism that 
d think of. ‘ 

“Therefore, I venture to my it is not 
welcomed with hosannahs by the masses 
But both Orthodox and Reform Jews, 
that Judaism always was a friend to 
knowledge and that the intellectual life 
Was regarded as an integral element 
of the. Jewish life, inspired by a 
knowledge of God and loyalty to Him. 

“‘And on the other hand, the Reform 
Jews can also ‘not agree to the idea 
that the. highest symbol for Judaism is 
a University. For us, the highest sym- 

l for Judaism would be a magnificent 


House of God, erected on, the holy 
mountain. 


Would Réstore Temple. 


“Orthodox Judaism has been hoping 
and praying, for the -last nineteen hun- 
dred years, for the restoration of the 
Temple. Reform Jews have not prayed 
for the restoration of the Temple, be- 
cause they have felt that God can be 
worshipped fn any part of the world. 
But -oth Orthodox “and Reform Jews 
despite their differences, have always 
felt that the soul of the Jewish people, 
that the most essential thing about it, is 
its loyal worship of God and its main- 
tenace and development and application 
to life, of His Torah. 

“The university, however, symbolizes 
an entirely new chapter in Jewish his- 
tory. It expresses the thought that 
Palestine is a secular land, like all 
others. And what the new nationalists 
are particularly interested in is not the 
emphasis of God but the power of man 
in developing the land. e very name 
of the university, the Hebrew Univer- 
sity, emphasizes the importance of the 
race, the nation, the native language 
and not the religion, which we have 
learned to regard as the most signifi- 
cant and only characteristic thing about 
@ son or daughter of Israel. * 


A Subordinate Role. 


“We rejoice ‘n the dedication of the 
university, because we love knowledge, 
we admire culture and we-see the great 
possibilities of it. But we cannot hail 
the university as the expression of Juda- 
ism. It is ‘the expression of a secular 
nationalism which we have always op- 
posed. It will therefore play a ve 
subordinate réle, I venture’ to predict, 
in the life of the Jewish people, if ever 
masses of immigrants are permitted to 
come to Palestine. 
“‘A subordinate but a very important 
role. It will be the great modern edu- 
cator of the community, even while the 
e and the institutions attached 
to it wil be the conservers of the ancient 
sanctities. . 

“The Jewish people is greater than 
Palestine. And the idea for which the 
people of Israe] stands is greater than 
any one land and than any one uni- 
versity. 

‘We shall help the work in -Pales- 
tine as non-Zionists. And the léss we 
hear of Palestine as the solution of the 
Jewish problem, as the realization of 
all Jewish ideals, the more practical 
assistance we will be enabled to give 
the Jews who are really going to build 
up a Palestinian community. And as 
we give to Palestine we will give to 
the university. But we will not ex- 
aggerate. We will see the university in 
just proportion to the community in 
which it will thrive. What the Jewish 
world needs is not a new agency for 
the cooperation of Zionists and non- 
Zionists in the work of building up Pal- 
estine; it needs an organization that 
shall envisage the whole problem of 
Jewish life in the world, and by ob- 
seryation and study shall, with states- 
manlike wisdom, guide “the. differert 
communities of Israel in the different 
lands, so that “they can help Jewish

But, Dr. Potter Argaes, Jesus 
Convinced Followers Life Could 
‘Not End With Death. 


Psychology offers a new explanation 
ef the universal belief in immortality, 
through the study of the effect of the 
life of Jesus on his followers, said the 
Rev. Dr. Charles Francis Potter in his 
sermon yesterday in the West Side 
Unitarian Church. He said fn part: 

“Very few educated people really be- 
lieve that the legends of the resurrec- 
tion appearances, of Jesus represent 
actual historical facts. The significant 


| thing, however, is the“evident fact that 


His folléwers were convinced that a life 
like his could not end at death. The 
early Church was built up on the faith 
that Jesus had conquered death and 
was still alive. The psychological effect 
of His life was such as to make His 
disciples believe in immortality. 

“We have not yet: arrived at a satis- 
factory rational proof of immortality. 
We have an intutition that we are im- 
mortal, and then we try to justify out 
bélief. The various arguments which 
have been used by clergymen in the 
past have confused us more than they 

ave nelped but we are still searching

EASTER THE DIVINE ANSWER 


Dr. Merrill Says Resurrection Proves 
Glory of Spiritual Life. 


Easter is the divine answer to the 
question of which is the greater, the 
spiritual or the material, said the Rev. 
Dr. William P. Merrill in his sermon 
yesterday in the Brick Presbyterian 
Church. 

“Call His resurrection, if you will, a 
beautiful story, a lovely product of the 
religious imagination, a A hag a charm- 
ing fable,’’ said Dr, Merrill. ‘You can't 
get rid in that way of the fact that in 
the long outworking of history. Jesus 
has. triumphed; He had gqnanged the 
whole course of human life. Do you 
not see that the more you belittle His 
divinity the more incredible becomes the 
fact of His victory? It is no myth, it 
is a glorious fact, that today that man 
who stood before ‘the Roman Governor 
poor, friendless, bleeding, tortured, all 
but dead, nothing left but His soul, His 
spirit, His faith, His hope, His love, is 
hailed on this Easter day by millions on 
millions as ‘the Son of God, our Lord,’ 
while Pilate would be forgotten if the 
creed did not solemnly remind us that 
it was under him that, Jesus suffered. 
The victory of Christ, His resurrection, 
His living, growing, glorious mastery 
over the souls of men and the life of the 
world: what is it but the seal of God on 
the reality, the supremacy, the ultimacy 
of the spiritual? There you find real 
life, and the true issues of life, not in 
things, but in-spirit, not in the seen, 
but in the unseén." 


FROWNS ON SPIRITISM. 


The Rev. Dr. Sockman Rejects Ef- 
forts to Solve Immortality’s Secrets. 


The Rev. Dr. Ralph W. Sockman de- 
nounced efforts to solve the secrets of 
immortality. by. spiritism yesterday in 
his sermon in the.Madison Avenue 
Methodist Episcopal Church. He said 
in part:. 

“By life not by logic do we enter into 
the spontaneous confidence in the Easter 
promise of living again. By analogies 
from nature and by arguments from 
philosophy, we may come te a belief in 
the. reasonableness of immortality.. But 
only by living the Christ-like life do we 
beget in ourselves a rh vital hope. 

“Our materialistic age is trying to 
argue rather than to live its way into a 
belief in immortality. So-called spirit- 
ualism is but the attempt to apply ma- 
terialistic tests to the spiritual realm. 

e have gotten no satisfactory glimpses 
of heaven through the side-doors of 
spiritualistic media. Why not enter in 
by the front door, by the One who said 
‘I am the way, the truth and the life’? 
Why should we be content to rest in a 
faint hope when we might experience a 
joyous conviction? 

“A stronger and more vigorous hope 
in immortality is needed to safeguard 
our social progress, In order to be able 
to handle the titanic forces of our pres- 
ent_time, we must ‘taste the powers of 
the age to come;’ In order to counter- 
act the current writing and living which 
destroy and degrade hope, we must keep 
my od the note of immortality in our 
midst.”’ 


WOULD END CHURCH STRIFE. 


Dr. Young Says Clash on Modernism 
+ Is Against Spirit of the Time. 


An end to church controversies be- 
tween Modernists and Fundamentalists 
was suggested yesterday by the Rev. Dr. 
S. Edward Young in the Bedford Pres- 
byterian Church, Brooklyn. 

“Unquestionably there is just now a 
formidable movement,” he said, ‘‘to di- 
vide’ the Prespyterian Church on the 
Modernist issue anda similar movement 
somewhat less pronounced in other de- 
nominations. But we may reasonably be 
assured that these movements will fail. 

“Such a division would be against, the 
public spirit of our time, which is’ for 
cooperation, federation and unity, and 
opposed to emphasis on theological dif- 
ferences. In the long run, this pressure 
of public opinion will have its effect 
upon the churches that carry on the- 
ological controversies. Public opinion is 
‘not always, right; but it has become a 
tremendous factor in our religious as 
well as oun political life. -

The birth of our Saviour gave 
glory to God in the Highest and brought 
peace to men of good-will -The death 
of Christ on the cross glorified the 
justice of the Father, and won for- 
givenéss for repenting sinners. The 
mystery of the resurrection of Christ 
from the dead is the most glorious 
mystery of our holy religion. While it 
glorifies God, it justifies our faith in 
the divinity of Christ. He died for our 
dine and rose again for our justifica- 

on. i 

“Fhe doctrine of the divinity of Christ 
is the fundamental and essential .doc- 
trine of the Christian religion. The 
fact of the resurrection of rist from 
the dead justifies our belief in the di- 
vinity of Christ. . 

“The many predictions which Christ 
made of His resurrection left an in- 
delible impression on the minds of His 
followers and His enemies. 

“In consequence it was imperative 
that He fulfill these predictions if He 
would have His followers acknowledge 
His. claims -and triumph over His 
enemies. If He did not rise from the 
dead He would have been rejected b 
the Apostles themselves, and our fait 
would be vain. If He does rise from 
the dead, He rises either by the power 
of God or by His own power, and we 
are aritied & believing that. Christ is 
the Eternal d. 

“The testimony of the guards who 

of Christ, and of the 


inimical perjurers who vainly tried to 
bribe the honest guards, as well as the 
testimony of the Apostles, who saw 
Christ after. His resurrection and 
preached ‘to the world of His death and 
resurrection till they were martyred, 
is sufficient proof that Christ rose 
from the dead, and is, therefore, God.

We must join the enemies of 
religion, battering down this fundamen- 
tal and essential doctrine of Christian- 
ity, or we must join the faithful, cry- 
ing out with St..

It is a lavish- spirited paar geeeely, ex- 
cellent production of ‘“‘The Mikado” that 
Was seen at the Forty-fourth Street 
Theatre on Saturday night—the first of 
two Gilbert and Sullivan revivals that 
are coming to town. ‘overnight, so to 
speak. It is a matter of five and a half 
years since the last important production 
of ‘‘The Mikado” in New York, and 
that, as any Gilbert-and-Sullivanite will 
tell you, is too long. Far too long. 

The outstanding points of this revival, 
which was so vociferously greeted by 
{ts first audience that it ran until 11 :15— 
@ late hour for ‘“‘The Mikado’’—are the 
Ko-Ko of Lupino Lane, the Mikado 
(familiar but excellent) of William Dan- 
forth, the Yum-Yum of Marguerite Na- 
mara, the quality of the ensemble sing- 
ing and the general scale of the produc- 
tion. It is ‘‘The Mikado’’. on a semi- 
“Student Prince’’ scale, but you do not 
feel that its size is doing violence to 
tradition. It still is ‘“‘The Mikado.” 

The casting of Lupino Lane as Ko-Ko 
is distinctly an innovation. Probably 
his performance was not Gilbertian—in 
the sense, for example, that Mr. Dan- 


forth’s Mikado.is Gilbertian—but it was 
vastly entertaining. He has bent the 
réle to his own talents, which are pri- 
marily acrobatic, but he has been wise in 
not trying to indulge in acrobatics save 
where the réle might conceivably be en- 
hanced by them. Vocally he is some- 
thing short of remarkable, but his per- 
formance was a constant delight. 

The real Gilbertians, of course, had to

ADMISSION CLEARS THE AIR 


Market Does Not Expect Continued 
Inflation, Which Might Have 
Followed Forced Loan.

PARIS, April 12.—The Bourse was 

closed on Friday and Saturday for the 
Baster holidays, and will be closed on 
Monday; therefore its response to the 
news of the Herriot Ministry’s. resig- 
nation Friday evening has not yet 
been made. Its nature may depend 
‘on other developments before Tuesday 
morning. But after the highly sensa- 
tional incidents of last week regarding 
the French currency and the public 
finances there are several conclusions 
drawn by the Paris financial com- 
munity which are worth stating. 

In the first place, the increase of 
2,000,000,000 francs, announced in 
Thursday’s Bank of France statement 
of note issues outstanding, does not in 
any sense mean fresh inflation. It 
merely indicates that the bank has 
decided to publish correct returns. 
The belief is now expressed in finan- 
cial cireles here that the decision is 
likely to reassure rather than alarm 
the numerous, persons who knew that 
recent returns were incorrect, but be- 
lieved the discrepancy to be greater 
than it actually was. 

Not Looking for Fresh Inflation. 


The further inference was:drawn in 
good quarters that the situation of the 
moment does not call for further in- 
flation, and that such inflation did not 
need to be apprehended unless the 
Government and the majority-in the 
Chamber were tosincrease public un- 
easiness by their policies. On the other 
hand, the feeling was strongly held 
that if the forced loan bill were to 
have been passed the outlook would 
have been for a necessary increase in 
circulation. to facilitate the payments. 

Naturally, Herriot’s resignation on 
Friday gave a different turn to discus- 
sion of the possible enactment of his 
proposals. There is a strong hope in 
financial Paris that these aspects of 
the. situation will be understood 
abroad. In such quarters it is not be- 
lieved that French public securities 
quoted on foreign markets ought rea- 
sonably to suffer from the incidents 
of the week. 

Advance Knowledge of Overissue. 

Concerning the official confession 
that recent Bank of France returns 
had incorrectly stated the outstanding 
circulation, the business world of Paris 
was not surprised at all over this de- 
t+velopment. For various reasons, it 
was impossible for the newspapers to 
mention it or even to telegraph the 
fact to foreign markets, but all expe- 
rienced financiers who knew how to 
analyze the weekly return of the Bank 
of France entertained no doubt that 
the circulation some time ago went 
much above the legal Hmit. 

Moreover, Clémentel, “at that time 
Finance Minister, had admitted the 
fact to the Finance Committees of the 
Chamber and the Senate, and from 
that quarter the rumor necessarily 
spread outside. How the actual an- 
nouncement will affect the general 
public, which has always entertained 
complete faith in the bank returns, it 
is perhaps more difficult to say.

The consequence of 
coupling these proposals was that 
the bank return of Thursday, giv- 
ing outstanding circulation as 48,- 
004,000,000 francs, amounted to pub- 
lic confession that a law still in force, 
fixing the maximum limit at 41,000,- 
000,000, had been deliberately trans- 
gressed. Wvery one in the Paris mar- 
ket admits-that this illegal position 
cannot continue, and it is hoped that 
Parliament will promptly settle that 
part of the situation. without awaiting 
the: result of any debate on the forced 
loan or other remedial measures. The 
raising of the limit would naturally 
amount smsly to admission of'a ‘‘fait 
accompli.’

Aon the one hand, the financial view 
is that the period: of trial for France 
is only just beginning, but on the other 
hand a confident feeling exists that 
France will emerge successfully from 
the -test. Nobody in this market has 
at any time favored the plan of a capi- 
tal levy, and it is admitted that we 
must wait to see whether a so-called 
voluntary loan would be successful even 
if it were to receive the approval of 
the Senate, which Herriot’s resignation 
makes improbable. 


Forced-Loan Plan Not Taken Seriously. 
Special Cable to Tum New Yoru BS. 

BERLIN, April 12.—In German busi- 
ness circles the French situation is re- 
garded with anxiety; not less so from 
a political viewpoint, use of the 
prospect of the return of the National- 
ists to power, possibly: even Poincaré 
personally. As to the Herriot financial 
plans, the Germans, out of their own 
recent experience, do not believe in 
property levies or forced loans, unless 
the currency is simultaneously stabil- 
ized.

It is admitted that 
this would mean de jure a partial re- 
pudiation of the internal war debt, but 
it is held in financial circles here that 
such repudiation has de facto. already 
taken place.

IRON ORE PRICES LOWER. 


Initial Sales Show Reduction of 50 
to 71 Cents from 1924.

PITTSBURGH, April 12.—Last week 
the initial sales of Lake Superior tron 
ore were made and by usage are re- 
garded as making the ‘‘season’’ prices, 
though as a matter of fact similar prices 
announced a year ago were shaded 
more or less during the year.

CHICAGO, April 11.—The action of the 
grain markets was reversed the past 
week. The upward movement started a 
week ago and continued, with the bullish 
report on wheat the leading factor at 
the finish. The wheat advance was so 
rrapid that it carried all other grains 
up and made a close around the best 
prices of the week. May wheat is up 26 
cents from the low point of the week 
before. The recovery of more than a 
third of the loss has been accomplished 
within a surprisingly short time. 

The supply and demand situation the 
world over is adjusting itself in the way 
trade leaders had expected, but with the 
recent congestion on the long side, the 
scare among holders and other condi< 
tions responsible for the break gone, 
there is a return of confidence. 


Market Now Responsive to News. 


An evening up of trades, as a result 
of the recent decline, put the market 
at the close of the week in a position 
to respond to either bullish or bearish 
news. Belief in the short crop of Winter 
wheat lies in the deficit’: and supply of 
moisture over a large-area, which is 
the principal cause of short yields. This 
is the result of observations for fourteen 
years past made by the Department of 
Agriculture, which shows that shortage 
of moisture is responsible for 41 per 
cent. below normal of yields per acre, 
while 8 per cent. {s accounted for by an 
excess of moisture. 

re is a shortage of subsoil moisture 
in the Northwest -and indications are 
that the’ moisture situation is to be a 
most important factor in the crop re- 
ports this season. 

Statistics are working now in favor 
of moderate improvement in all grain 
markets and, while prices ueve advanced 
rapidly and ‘the cash trade has held off, 
the maintenance .of values around the 
present level is expected to bring a re- 
vival of cash buying from all interests. 


Exporte Decrease from Other Countries, 


Australia is nearly through’ shipping 
its surplus wheat; Argentina has a 
pretty fair supply. The latest Indian 
figures do not present a possibility of 
large exports, leaving the supply in 
North America to be drawn upon liberal- 
ly between now and Aug. 1. 

The trade is doing a lot of talking 
about wheat coming to Chicago from 
Minneapolis. There is said to be there 
1,000,000 bushels of old wheat,_on which 
the export billing has expired and it 
cannot be shipped except'on a domestic 
rate, which makes it cost 6 cents a 
bushel more than the export rate, so that 
it may be absorbed by millers. 

The Government is continuing its in- 
vestigation into the cause: of the recent 
seventy-cent break of May wheat in Chi- 
cago, but has made no report, as there 
are a number of important faetors to be 
investigated.

This large increase in demand for fer- 
tilizers “aaopite the higher prices asked 
for the goods, considered a certain 
indication that farmers, particularly in 
the central and eastern portions of the 
belt where commercial fertilizers are 
mainly used, intend~to materially in- 
crease acreage this season, and all ad- 
vices received on that subject bear out 
that impression.

Beneficial Rains tn Oklahoma and 
Texas Put Soll in Fine Shape 
for Young Plants.

NEW ORLEANS, April 12.—With the 
week shortened by two holidays in both 
American markets as well as in Liver- 
pool, and further shortened in New 
Orleans by a holiday on Tuesday for 
election, the cotton market has been a 
comparatively small affair. Trading has 
been restricted mainly to the evening up 
of interests and fluctuations have been 


4j narrow. Final prices on the last busi- 


ness day of the week were only a few 
points net lower as compared with the 
closing levels of the preceding week. 

The market was supported largely by 
the covering of shorts to take profits 
and to reduce commitments~in advance 
of the holidays. Although there has been 
some trade buying and even some price 
fixing by mills, cables have been for the 
most part unfavorable, largely owing to 
liquidation in advanee of the Waster 
holidays and because of the sharp break 
in Egyptian cotton and, finally, of the 
fall of the French Ministry. 

Had it not been for the covering of 
short interests in advance of the holiday 
it is not unlikely that prices would have 
eased off considerably, as most develop- 
ments of a marketwise character were 
bearish. In the first place, the early 
Part of the week brought the breaking 
of the drought in Oklahoma, as that 
State received rather general rainsp 
which in many cases were generous. 
Portions of Northern and Central Texas 
aiso received more or less Kelief from 
rains, which, however, were neither as 
generous nor as widespread as the pre- 
Gipitation in the neighboring State of 
Oklahoma. 


Farm Work Progresses Well. 


While the rains in the West were 
helpful conditions in the Central and 
Eastern portions of the belt were de- 
cidedly favorable and farm work as 
well as planting made excellent progress. 
Cotton has now been planted quite gen- 
erally in the Southern portions of the 
Gulf States, including the lower por- 
tions of Texas. East of the Mississippi 
River planting has progressed well 
northward and-is making such good 
progress that by the end of the cur- 
rent month the crop will have been 
pretty thoroughly planted, except pos- 
sibly in Ph ‘goa of the dry sections of the 


orthw: 

One of t bearish influences of the 
week was the falling off in the demand 
for spots in the Southern market. While 
such falling off is natural and to be 
expected at this period of the season, 
it, nevertheless, has exerted more or 
less influence. At the same time it 
must be recognized that despite the 
less active demand, there has been no 
pressure to sell. The cooperanve 42S80- 
ciafions have little cotton left to sell 
and stocks at nearly all of the interior 
markets have fallen off to proportions 
smaller, in many instances, than was 
the case last season at this time. 


Exports Reach 7,000,000 Bales. 
While exports have also declined they 
are, nevertheless, running ahead of last 
season at this time, and promise to 


| continue, running ahead for the balance 


of the season. Exports thus far this 


season Beye now practically reached the 
7,000,000-bale mark, according to Secre- 
tary Heller, and are almost sure to 
exceed 8,000,000 bales. 

While ithe demand for cotton goods 
has slackened, according to reports yom 
the big dry goods centres, there is no 
indication of any falling off in mill 
activity, and according to the estimate 
of a prominent private authority, is- 
sued on Thursday, the domiestic mill 
consumption of lint cotton during March 
reached 607,000 bales. If the Census 
ao ag contiaene this estimate in its 
repo due about April 14, it will be 
a Mecldedin bullish influence. 


MORE HOME ASSOCIATIONS. 


Bullding and Loan Socleties Have 
7,932,000 Members. 


The rapid growth of building and loan 
associations in the United States in re- 
cent years is pointed to by the New 
York Trust Company ds one of the out- 
standing features of the trend toward 
greater participation by wage earners in 
the fruits of capital and capital accumu- 
lations.

Mr. Wannamaker said demonstrations of 
weevil control should be undertaken on 
at least 4,000 cotton farms. It was im- 
portant, he added, that the cotton re- 
serves of the world, depleted through the 
short crops of 1921, 1922 and 1923, should 
be restored to a normal condition.
